Survey Shows . > 
Glades Area Has 
Year-Round Work. 


Claude Shirley, chairman of the 
Glades Committee of the Palm 
Beach Resource Development 
Board today released the results of 
the Glades-Wide Survey conducted 
by the Florida State Employment 
Service in Belle Glade. 

The survey revealed that there 
are over 5,000 workers employed 
monthly during our supposedly 
“dead” months of June, July and 
August and that they earned over 
one millidn, two hundred fifty 
thousand dollars a month on a year 
round basis. Excluding packing 
the 
survey shows that employment and 
earnings do not rise over 10 part 
cent above these figures during the | 
fall, winter and spring vegetable 
harvest. TA 

Over 200 Glades business estab- 
lishments participated in the sur- 
vey which was designed to attract 
mortgage investment money into 
the Glades. Mr. Shirley stated 
that a committee to contact major 
investment _companies will be; 
formed immediately and that every 
effort will be made-to expedite the 
building of new homes in the rapid- 
ly expanding Glades. 

He pointed.out that with a popu- 
lation of over 30,000 and increasing 
every year by two or three thous- 
and, the Glades must have new, 
low down-payment housing or fall 
behind the fabulous expansion that 
South Florida is experiencing. 
“Our continued prosperity,” . he 
said, “depends. upon continued 


growth and we need new homes to 
insure ‘at growth.”

Sugar Company 
Has Good Year 


CLEWISTON—Almost a million 
tons of sugar cane were ground 
this year by the U. S. Sugar Corp- 
oration: and “at least-two produc- 
tion records were broken, accord- 
ing to.executive vice president and 
general manager Harry T. Vaughn. 

A total of 941,841 tons of cane 
were ground during the season 
which began last November and 
ended a week ago. The cane yield- 
ed 102,319 tons of raw, commercial 
sugar. 

Vaughn expressed pride in the 
production figures, especially in 
view of the fact that the company 
was forced by government regula- 
tions into.a 13 per cent reduction 
in acreage for the 1956-57 season. 
Despite the acreage slash, only 
22,000 fewer tons of cane were pro- 
duced: 

The average yield of 44 and one 
half tons of cane per acre set a 
record for the corporation. Anoth- 
er record broken was the 11.04 per 
cent of Sugar per ton of cane which 
was realized. >
